- Four men Friday, June 5, purchased i 
a bull calf at the public auction sale of ; 
the Western Breeders' Consignment i 
Sale company at the Union Stockyards, i 
Chicago, for $20,000. I 

It is the highest price ever paid at a ■ 
public sale for a dairy nniranl. The j 
purchasers are Spencer Otis Sr., his j 
son Spencer, Jr.; Geo. E. Vanhageen, 
and H. Stillson Hart, who maintain . 
dairy farms near Barrington, III. 

The calf is of the Holstein variety , 
and is a descendant of one of the most 
productive families of that breed in the 
world. It is a son of Illinois and is call- 
ed King Segis Pontiac Chicago. The 
mother; Johanna De Kol Van Beers, 
hold's ttie world's record among Hol- 
stein cattle for butter produced in 120 
days, the amount totaling more than 
541 pounds. Her milk record is 10,498 
pounds for the same period. 

The calf was born on Feb. 2q of this 
year, and when led into the auction 
ring seemed to be consicous of its own 
importance by indulging in a frolic to 
the discomfort of the attendants. Auc- 
tioneer Kelly started the ball rolling 
with a bid of $6,000. Three more bids 
brought the price to $10,000 and then 
it went to $11,000. 

Then the Barrington enthusiasts go* 
together and the bids jumped quickly 
from $11,000 to $20,000. 

"Cheap at that price," was the'eom- 
ment of Spencer' Otis, Sr., when the 
calf was knocked down to his party. 
"I can state unqualifiedly that we have 
an animal that is of the greatest of its 
breed in the world."

The dogs have been given their 
apartments at a new kennel recently 
erected by Mr. Lehman at his home. 

The "prizes" arrived in New York 
Monday afternoon and were immediate- 
ly whisked to Chicago, arriving there 
Tuesday night. Tfee dogs were raised, 
trained and entered in competition, 
where they won numerous prizes, by 
Holland Buckley of Burnumbucks, 
England. Mr. Lehman made the pur- 
chase from this well-known dog fancier 
of England. 

Mr. Buckley was in this country last 
March and talked dogs with Mr. Leh- 
man. He attended the Minneapolis and 



The East Side hotel at Fox Lake, one 
of the largest and most popular sum- 
mer resorts in the lake region was 
gutted by fire early Tuesday evening. 
The estimated damage is $25,000. 
Everything is a total loss as no insur- 
ance was curried on either the building 
or the furniture. The fire was discov- 
ered about five o'clock Tuesday evening 
—in less than one hour afterward it 
was a mass a mass of charred and 
glowing embers. 

The building which* was owned by Dr. 
Karl Sandberg, 2850 Logan Boulevard, 
Chicago, was valued at about $20,000. 
For the last eight years the resort had 
been conducted by Nick Morris. The 
furniture which belonged to him and 
was valued at $5,000 was a total loss. 

According to Mr. Morris, the fire 
started in a chute which extends from

DR. BROWN 

Dr. Brown, County Physician, who 
has during the past few month" taken 
charge of the Lake County Sanitarium, 
was voted an increase in salary at the 
meeting of the Board of Supervisors on 
Monday afternoon. He will now re- 
ceive the sum of $3,000. 

The salary was voted on at the una- 
nimous desire of all the supervisors 
and followed the reading of a report of 
the work done at the sanitarium in the 
past month. According to these re- 
ports as read by Dr. Brown and sub- 
stantiated by the committee in charge 
of the work at the sanitarium there 
has been a net profit far the month of 
$279.42. 

At the present time there are 16 pa- 
tients at the institution and Dr. Brown 
declared that with the aid of one more 
nurse it would be possible for him to 
care for 12 more patients. One more 
nurse cputd be obtained for $1.50 per 
day. The report also showed that at 
the present time th«»re is a patient at 
the sanitarium whose relatives are 
paying the county $15 a week for his 
care and this, according to the doctor, 
pays the salary of the head nurse. 
Since the sanitarium has been taken 
over by the county there has been $3,- 
121.17 taken in for services rendered. 
Owing to the need for equipment when 
the county took over the institution it 
was found necessary to expend$3,196.17 
for such and this was done. The Su- 
pervisors were greatly pleased with 
the showing made and adjourned the 
meeting shortly after the report was 
read to look over the ground for them- 
selves.

Police Magistrate Taylor of Wauke- 
gan, has in his possession a copy of the 
New York Times of Sept. 9, 1864. It 
is in a remarkable state of preserva- 
tion. He has had it in his possession 
for some little time and prizes it highly 
but declares he is willing to donate it 
to the Waukeyan Public Library in 
case that institution would like to have 
it. There are several unusual features 
connected with this paper. In the first 
place, it is divided into two parts-^one 
for,. the people of the ^south and one 
part for the people of the north. 

There is a full page write-up of a 
man named Swinton, giving a complete 
summary of the four years of the Civil 
war. At that time there* was a Btrenu- 
oub race for governor being waged in 
New York and the speeches of some of 
the different candidates are given. 

The paper consists of eight pages, 
presents a far different appearance 
than the present day paper. There are 
no feature headlines as all articles 

have merely small headings. The pap- 
er of that time bears small similarity to 
the modern newspaper. 

Mr. Taylor secured this paper from 
a friend several years ago and always 
has prized it highly.

May Fight as Dry in Elections 

Edward D. Shurtleff, former Repub- 
lican speaker of the Illinois house and 
during fourteen years of legislative 
service classed with the wets, seek re- 
election on a dry platform.

Although; in fomer 
years opposed to woman's suffrage, 
Mr.' Shurtleff voted for the bill and was 
credited with having rescued it from a 
difficult parlimentary situation. 

Within the last few weeks Mr. Shurt- 
leff has been acting as an attorney for 
the dry in contests in McHenry county, 
resulting from the local option elec- 
tions. Mr. Shurtleff 's district, the 
eighth, includes McHenry, Boone and 
Lake counties.

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BUDDHIST CULT IN EUROPt 

Monastery Recently Established In 

Switzerland la Said to Create 

a Precedent

What Is said to be tho first Buddhist 
monastery sot up In Europe Is that 
which not long ago was established 
la tho canton of Tlclno, In Switzer- 
land, high above the Village or No- 
vaggio, .overlooking Lakes Maggloro 
and Lugano. It Is. a curious circum- 
stance .that the founder of Buddhism 
In Switzerland should be not an Ori- 
ental,' but a German. A native of 
Wiesbaden, he now hoars tho namo ol 
Klkkhu NyamUHoka:-' 

It appears that this, devotee decid- 
ed, at an early ago, to renounce the 
vanities, of tho world, and that duiv 
lug 'tho nine years of his seclusion: in 
Ceylon he became absorbed In tho 
study of Buddhism. In tlmo ho At- 
tained the rank of a blkktiu, or priest, 
and received the name of Nyanatlloka, 
wfclch means "the man who possesses 
the wisdom of the three worlds." 
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This priest was assisted In the or- 
ganization of the monastery In Swit- 
zerland by a German co-rellglonlst, by 
a priest from Burma, and by English 
and Dutch, converts. . Thus flvo men 
formed tho first Buddhist brotherhood 
In Europe. All iwear tho traditional 
yollow- robes of the BnddhUt monks. 
Upon learning that the "' community 
would undertake no active propagan- 
da, the Swiss authorities placed no ob- 
stacles In their way.

It was 18 years ago that 
tho American Flag association was 
formed for tho purpose of repressing 
tho many insulting uses to which com- 
morclallsm had submitted tho flag and 
to stimulate a greater respect for It 
At that time tho flag and pictures of 
It wcro employed to do duty as an ad- 
vanco agent for every conceivable kind 
of merchandise. It was usod to adver- 
tise bicycles, bock beer, whisky, cam- 
bric, sour mash, tar soap, chewing 
gum, theaters, tobacco, tea, awnings, 
breweries, cigars, charity balls, cuff 
buttons, dlrao museums, "door mats, 
fireworks/furriers, Hying, pictures, pic- 
nic grounds, patent modlclnes, pool 
rooms, prize fights, restaurants, roof 
gardens, real estate agencies, sample 
rooms, shoo stores, saloons, shooting 
galleries, variety shows and lemonado 
stands. It was printed on paper and 
used for wrapping lemons, oranges, 
cheeses, hams, spools of thread, soap, 
chewing gum and cigars. Tho words 
"Stands for tho Best Beer" were 
printed upon "the 
white stripes of a 
reproduction of tho 
national onslgn 
placed. on the back 
of trolley transfer 
slips. 

Representations of 
tho flag have been 
Imprinted upon con- 
.' fectionery boxes, 
pillow covers, paper 
napkins, handker- 
chiefs, blotting pads 
and porcelain and 
crockery bathroom 
furnishings. The de- 
sign of tho flag has 
appeared In tho 
form of clouts of 
prlze-flghtors and contestants In nth- 
,<<stlc events and as tho garb of clowns.

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As the result of tho efforts of tho 
American Flag association, which Is 
mado up of committees representing 
many patriotic societies, and of the 
societies themselves, there arc now 
laws Intended to protect the flag from 
desecration on tho statute books of 
nearly every state. The federal gov- 
ernment has also forbidden tho use of 
tho flag In registration of trademarks, 
and tho United States Supremo court 
has affirmed tho constitutionality of 
flag legislation by tho different states, 
and the right to make criminal all acts 
of desecration, 

That It should have been necessary 
to obtain a decision from the Supremo 
court regarding the constitutionality 
of such measures may seem curious. 
Tho value of the use of the flag for 
commercial purposos was thought by 
a vender of cigars to bo sufllclent to 
warrant him In carrying a case 
brought against him under tho flag 
law of New York through nil tho 
courts of'tho state, from tho lowest to 
tho highest. The result was tho de- 
cision, that a part of tho law was'un- 
constitutlonnl. When an effort .wns 
mado tho succeeding year to havo the 
law amended to meet tho flaw a com- 
mittee of a bar association, without 
C\o authority of tho association, op- 
posed tho passage of tho amendmont 
at the solicitation, of ono of tho mom- 
ton who ,had, represented the Cigar- 
makers* association. Although this 
measure was fought up to tho very 
desk of the governor, it waB placed 
upon the statute books., 

Today in a largo majority ; of 'the 
states the flag may be used for only 
such, purposes as -are In keeping with 
Us great significance. Tho laws are 
not , uniform, and therefore, there Is 
jnore' license regarding tho uso of the 
flag, in aome states than In others^ In 
New York it Is. against the law to put 
any letterlng.or design upon tho na- 
tional' or state flag, or to sell or glvo 
away or oven posaoss -any., article of 
merchandise or a vohlcle for tho trans- 
portatlon of .merchandise, which ;*oas 
upon It a representation of either flag. 
It Is also against the lew to mutilate 
or deface In any, way f trample upon, 
defy or casVcbntempt by word or act 
upon these emblems. 

Flag'day Is observed with greater 
consideration with each passing year.

On Juno 14, 1777, tho continental con- 
gress voted that the flag of the thir- 
teen United States should consist of 
thirteen stripes, alternate red and 
white, the, union being thirteen stars, 
"white in a blue field, representing a 
now constellation. In 1791, Vermont 
and "Kentucky having been admitted 
to tho union, It was voted that a new 
stripe and a new star for each should 
be added. Tho apparent design was 
to continue this process of addition 
as new states came in. 

In 1818, however, Tennessee, *OhIo, 
Louisiana, Indiana, and Mississippi 
having Joined tho union, with Illinois, 
Alabama, and Missouri knocking at 
tho door, It was decided to alter the 
arrangement. In that year It was 
voted that the stripes should bo thir- 
teen only, recalling tho "original thir- 
teen;' whllo tho union should havo 
ono star added to It with the admis- 
sion of each new stato. tho following 
Fourth of July being tho date of ad- 
dition In each instance. 

In that form tho flag of tho United 
States, "Old Glory," as it has lovingly 
been called, has become familiar to 
tho people of all nations. It has been 
carried around tho globo by the battle 
fleet of a world power. It ha3 been 



followed with devotion by thousands 
of soldiers. It haB stirred tho loftiest 
sentiment of those who have lived be* 
neath Its protecting folds. 

To the American citizen It stands 
for Bovoreignty. And sovereignty ta 
him means more than It does to tho 
citizen of almost every other country, 
becauso it Is vested In tho people 
themselves rather than In some Individ- 
ual who clalms.lt by right of birth, 
or dlvino will, or conquest In war. Tho 
flag is an Inspiration in times of diffi- 
culty and danger. It makes strong ap- 
peal to the spirit of loyalty. It serves 
as an Imperative call to duty. The 
anxious questioning of Francis Scott 
Key until tho dawn's early light and 
tho fierce fighting* of the soldier In 
tho last rally about tho standard havo 
common birth.

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Presidential Policy 

Should Change 

When President Wilson, the other 
dny, declined, at the intercession of a 
body of western manufacturers, to put 
the brakes on threatening legislation 
which has caused business to dwindle 
to half of its normal capacity.it is fear- 
ed he overlooked several important 
things which may in the end seriously 
embarrss his administration: 

The Illinois Manufacturers' Associa- 
tion, the Ohio Manufacturers' Associa- 
tion, and the National Implement and 
Vehicle Association did not speak for 
themselves alone. 

The industries are suffering', it is 
true. Thev are stifling for want of the 
invigorating oxygen of confidence. 

But the industries are not the only 
interests that struggle for breath. 
"With them are 3,000,000 unemployed 
men and women in this country. The 
factories, the mills and the railroads 
have been compelled by business stag- 
nation to refuse employment to these 
workers. They have no work for them. 
The unemployed are eating the bread 
of idleness in the cities. They are be- 
ing fed for the moment by trades peo- 
ple, who cannot long afford to carry 
non-paying consumers upon their book?. 
The grocers and the butchers are not 
bo prosperous that they can do business 
long on credit. They must pay their 
rent and the wages of their employes. 
The landlords. of these idle men and 
women cannot indefinitely permit the 
occupation of their premises by non- 
paying tenants. 

Business in the cities is almost at a 
standstill. In Philadelphia the great 
department store of Wanamaker& Co., 
has decided to close one day each week. 
This means much more than a desire on 
the part of the merchants to give their 
employes a rest during the summer. A 
student of conditions will see in it an 
admission on the part of the department 
store that it was operating on Satur- 
days at a loss. How. soon do you sup- 
pose that it will be before New York, 
- -^Chicago and San Francisco stores fol- 
low that^ejcampk? The big stores might 
-as well close now on Saturdays for all 
the business they do. Walk through 
their tea rooms any day. What will 
you see? Empty tables, idle, yawning 
waitresses. All over Chicago the high- 
er priced restaurants are suffering from 
lack of patronage. Not long ago one 
of them closed its doors. Why? Be- 
cause the lower-priced eating houses — 
the arm-chair restaurants and the cafe- 
terias, where one may buy a fairly 
good lunch for less than a quarter, had 
forced it out of business. And why 
have the small priced eating houses be- 
---come so extraordinarily popular? Be- 
cause business is stagnant and business 
men, as well as the unemployed, are 
forced to economize. 

One of the largest business colleges 
in this country has seen its supply of 
students diminish so that it is being 
operated at a loss. It depends upon a 
constant stream of beginners in the 
fields of stenography and bookkeeping. 
Where it hau 100 students in one de- 
partment it now has twenty-five. It 
has been forced to lay off many of its 
teachers. Other teachers have had 
their wages cut twenty-five per cent or 
more. What does this mean? It in- 
dicates as unerringly as the falling bar- 
ometer procetds a storm at sea that a 
season of business depression is upon 
us. Firms no longer are employing 
new stenographers. They are reduc- 
ing their office help until their organ- 
izations are being operated with skele- 
tonized working forces. Furthermore, 
would-be students haven't the money 
to pay for tuition. They or their fam- 
ilies have seen the dark cloud of busi- 
ness depression. They are husbanding 
their slender resources for food and 
rent. 

Manufacturer's News does not de- 
sire to criticize President Wilson. It 
does not wish to be pessimistic. It 
would much rather be cheerful. But 
these are stubborn facts. They will 
uot down. Business is struggling in a 
stormy sea of doubt and uncertainty. 
It heeds a life line* 

President Wilson is not suffering-. He 
3b drawing his salary regularly. As he 
is of frugal, thrifty, Scotch stock, he 
is no doubt putting a large share of his 
money away for a rainy day, He is en- 
joying 1 more prosperity than he has 
. ever been favored with in a long and 
useful career. But his' people are Buf- 
fering. This is not a time for him to

Tamplco, Mex., Juno 9, by way of 
BrownBvIllo, Tex., June 9.— An official 
notification -was sent to Consul Clar- 
ence A. ^Uller by Gov. Lula Caballero 
that ho had received Information of 
the Intention of the fedoral war ves- 
sels Zaragoza and Bravo to come to 
Tamplco for the purpoao of bombard- 
ing or blockading the port. 

For this reason Governor Caballero 
said he thought It proper to notify the 
American consul so American war vea- 
■els lying off the port might keop out 
of tho line of fire. 

The constitutionalists have made all 
arrangements for tho defense of tho 
port. Several hundred troops with ar- 
tillery are on the way to La Darn. 
They will throw up earthworks arid 
place cannon in an effort to prevent 
any attempt by the gunboats to enter 
the river. ' 

Tho American gunboat Dolphin left 
for Vera Cruz In pursuance of ordera 
from Washington on nccount of the 
eerlous outbreak of malaria. 

On tho arrival here of the American 
achooner Sunshine from Galveston 
with 3,000,000 Mauser and Winchester 
cartridges for, tho constitutional au- 
thorities. Admiral Mayo sent Flag 
Lieut. Arthur D. Cook to learn the 
character of the cargo. 

Vera Cruz, June 9. — Late advices 
from Puerto Mexico say the Mexican 
gunboats, tho Zaragoza and Dravo 
have sailed to carry out President 
Huerta's blockade decree against Tam- 
plco. American warships are trailing 
them. 

Tho steamer Antllla, with a large 
shipment of arms and ammunition for 
the constitutionalists, is approaching 
ihat port. 

Rear Admiral Dadger's orders, how- 
ever, are only to keep the ships under 
observation, and not to Interfere. 

Washington, June 9. — General Car- 
ranza's reply to tho last communica- 
tion of the mediators has been re- 
ceived by tho constitutionalist Junta In 
Washington and will be sent to 
Niagara Falls this week. General Car- 
ranza expresses his willingness to en- 
ter the Niagara Falls conference, but 
>ojq^ his own form 9. The rebel chief 
wilfXriofc consent to enter Into any 
armistice. He still stands out against 
any attempt on the part of the United 
States or the A.-B.-C. diplomats to In- 
terfere with Mexico's Internal affairs, 
but he gives evidence of a willingness 
to let down the bars sllgntly In regard 
to this question of a settlement of 
Mexico's own differences through 
peaceful conferences. Carranza la 
willing to mediate tho International 
questions Involved in the present situ- 
ation, and it is understood that he ac- 
knowledges that it may be necessary 
in this connection to discuss some 
phases of Mexico's internal affairs. 
"The stand that Carranza has taken 
was communicated to Secretary Dryan 
and it was apparent that the adminis- 
tration found ground for hope in It 
that the mediators might finally- admit 
Carranza to the proceedings. Carran- 
za's reply to tho mediators, as re- 
ceived in Washington, consists merely 
of certain instructions to his agents 
here. The mediators' communication 
was addressed to Senor Zubaran, Car- 
ranza's representative here, and the 
reply based on the lirst chief's instruc- 
tions, will be sent over the signature 
of Senor Zubaran. It is understood 
that tho Zubaran note will seek to 
minimize the question of an armistice, 
at tho same time giving no indication 
that Carranza will ever consider yield- 
ing on that point 

Niagara Falls, Ont., June 8.— Gen- 
eral Huerta authorized his delegates 
to the peaco conference to say Fri- 
day that he will accept In Its entirety 
tho plan agreed upon here and sub- 
mitted to him and to President Wil- 
son nino days ago. 

Ono word from President Wilson 
approving tho agreement reached 
here would conclude the conference 
and avert war, but that word is not 
forthcoming. 

The Express adds that this commu- 
nication, "decorated with all the frills 
and embroidery of diplomatic usage 
and couched in language emphasizing 
Great Britain's good will toward the 
United States, places President Wil- 
son in an awkward position."

SUNDRY CIVIL BILL 18 REPORTED 
TO HOU8E. 



Carried Appropriation of $107,696,769 

— Largest Item, $20,718,000, la for 

Panama Canal.' 

Washington, June 6.— Chairman Fitz- 
gerald of tho appropratlona commit- 
too reported to tho houso the sundry 
civil bill Thursday, one of the largest 
of the annual budgets, which carries 
for tho next fiscal year 1107,696,759.20. 

Tho committee slashed the esti- 
mates moro than $17,000,000, and the 
bill Is approximately $16,900,000 less 
than tho sundry civil bill for this year. 

Tho largest Item In tho bill Is an ap- 
propriation of $20,718,000 for contin- 
uing construction on tho Panama ca- 
nal, .which now is nearlng completion. 
For fortification of the canal, $1,125,- 
000 Is appropriated. 

Tho Interstate commerce commis- 
sion receives a total appropriation of 
$3,650,000, and of this amount $1,900,- 
000 is to bo used In making the phys- 
ical valuation of railroads. 

Tho ostlraates for the Ellis Island 
Immigrant station were cut $500,000, 
leaving an appropriation of $133,500. 

Tho board of mediation and concilia- 
tion receives the $50,000 asked for, and 
a $200,000 appropriation Is allowed tho 
commission on Industrial relations. 

Tho- customary item of $25,000 for 

tne tMY eHn S expenses of the presi- 
dent HT Included. 

The sundry civil bill carries a leg- 
islative rider providing that any rail- 
road whoso property is being valued 
by the Interstate commerce commls-. 
slon shall transport free, of charge the 
agents of the commission to the point 
where the survey Is belng^amde. 

Tho sum of $200^000.13 appropriated 
for tho customs service at the Pana- 
ma exposition of 1915. 

The president Is given a special 
fund of $50,000 to aid tho states In 
checking any actual or threatened epi- 
demic of contagious diseases. 



U. S. SEEKS NO WAR, WILSON 

President Tells Graduate* of Annap- 
olis That Mission of America It 
That of Service. 

Annapolis, Md., June 8.— President 
Wilson on Friday told 154 graduates of 
tho Naval academy, many of whom 
leave shortly for Mexican waters, that 
the mission of, tho United States Is one 
of service to humanity, not of aggrand- 
izement or conquest He spoke at the 
annual academy graduation exercises, 
and later delivered the diplomas to 
tho young midshipmen. Ho declared 
the duty of the United States is to 
serve the world. 

Speaking of the Vera Cruz situa- 
tion, the president reverently declared 
that "I pray God the boys there will; 
not have to fight any more." Ho 
added that tho real good they will do 
will be their impression on tho Mexi- 
cans. 



EX-MAYOR IS FATALLY SHOT 

"He Refused to Treat My Sick Child," 

Says Assassin of Doctor Dunn 

at Duquoln, III. 

Duquoln, 111., June 9.— D. D. Wlnton 
Dunn, formerly mayor of Duquoln, 
was shot and fatally wounded here on 
Sunday by Jesse Joplln. 

"He refused to treat my sick child 
because of an unpaid bill," said Jop- 
lln in extenuation of his acL * 

News of the shooting so Inflamed 
the ^community that tho authorities 
took the precaution of hurrying Jop- 
lln to PIncknoyvillo. where he Is 
held In the Perry county jail. Doctor 
Dunn was taken to St. Louis on a 
special train soon after the shooting, 
but died In a hospital later. Ho had 
been wounded In six places by Joplln, 
none of whose bullets failed to bit 
the physician.

3 KILLED IN A STORM 



SIX HURT IN CYCLONE WHICH 
DESTROYS IOWA TOWN. 



Electrical Storm Does Great Damage 

to Northern Indiana— Loss Will 

Reach $100,000. 

Mason City, la., June 9. — Three 
persons wero killed aud six injured 
by a cyclone which partially demol- 
ished the town of Sanborn, near here, 
and caused considerable damage in 
tho territory surrounding that place 
according to advices received here. 
Telegraph and telephone communica- 
tion with Sanborn was destroyed by 
tho storm and only meager details 
havo been received here. 

Automobiles loaded with food and 
medical supplies and clothing were 
dispatched to Sanborn. According to 
reports received here, ten residences, 
four business buildings, two grain 
elevators and the Chicago, Milwau- 
kee & St. Paul roundhouse were razed. 
Scores of other' buildings In tho town 
and In tho surrounding country wero 
damaged. 

Mrs. B. L. Flsk and P. W. Yotuma, 
sixteen, were killed when their homes 
were demolished. Patrick Doherty 
was missing today and it was believed 
his body was buried in tho debris. 
Among the severely injured were J. 
B. Long and Mrs. G. W. Bonner, both 
of whom were struck by falling 
wreckage. 

Laporte, Ind., June 9. — Tho electri- 
cal storm which passed over north- 
ern Indiana did great damage. Tho 
losses are the heaviest in the rural 
districts where a number of barns 
and farmhouses were struck by light- 
ning and burned to tho ground. Tho 
Fine Lake summer residence of C. M. 
Hyde, Chicago, architect, containing 
many valuable curios and elaborately 
furnished, was struck by lightning and 
destroyed, insurance men say the loss- 
es in tho northern Indiana tier of 
countries may reach $100,000.

ONLY 2 DEMOCRATS OBJECT 



Provision In Document Against Inter- 
locking Directorates Expected to 
Open New and Larger Opportunities 
to Men Long Subordinates. 



Washington, Juno 8. — The adminis- 
tration's anti-trust legislation passed 
the houso of representatives by de- 
cisive votes on Friday. Tho three 
bills carylng plans for further reforms 
of big business and an issuance of 
securities will be rushed to the 
senate. 

On tho Clayton general trust bill 
which carried tho labor and farmers' 
organizations exemption clause and 
limitations on the power of courts to 
issue Injunctions in labor disputes the 
vote was 275 to 54. A roll call on the 
stocks and bonds bill resulted 325 to 
12. The federal trade commission bill 
passed without opposition. 

Tho Clayton bill, besides tho pro- 
labor amendments, carries legislation 
against tho uso of unfair methods by 
large corporations and seeks to re- 
store competition. It provides also 
against interlocking directorates 
among competing concerns and be- 
tween corporations and their supply 
companies . It Is believed this provi- 
sion will bring to the front a number 
of new men now held In subordinate 
positions becauso of the enforced re- 
tirement of directorates, besides open- 
ing to individuals opportunities In the 
supplies contract field. 

Opposition to this bill came largely 
on tho labor exemption and tho in- 
junctive and contempt sections. 

Only two Democrats went on record 
as opposing this legislation. They 
wero Whlto of Ohio and Geary of 
Rhode. Island. Tho latter announced 
a pair with another member and with- 
drew his vote. All tho Progressives 
except Chandler of New York voted 
for the bill.

Rare Assortment of Swards in National Museum 

WASHINGTON.— Tho sword collection In the National museum, comprising 
ft some 180 pieces, proves perhaps of grentor general Interest . than any 
other of the many extensive exhibits. It not only covers a long period of 

history but shows tho development of 
tho sword as a weapon and ac a badge 
of rank and office. 

One good-sized collection, turned 
over to tho musoum by tho war de- 
partment some years ago, is represen- 
tative of all branches of tho war serv- 
ice for the different periods in United 
States history, and includes also sev- 
eral foreign naval and military types. 
By comparison, It is soon that the 
typos changed all over the world every 
ten or twenty years, a feature no 
doubt resulting from .tho contact brought about by wars as well as follow- 
ing peace regulations. 

In tho ethnological division of the new building thero is an Instructive 
exhibit of swordB and cutlery which forms part of the Goorgo Kennan collec- 
tion, and includes Turkish and Arabian yataghans, two Russian swords, a 
Scotch dirk, a Crusader's sword, and a sample of two-handed weapon dated 
1710. In tho Mason family collection, lent to the musoum by Mrs. Julian 
James, thero aro several American swords, bayonets and cutlasses, besides 
many implements from Jnpan, China, Turkey and North Africa. 

Two other notable collections are the deposits of the late Dr. Charles W. 
Hickman of Augusta,, Go., and Capt. J. R. It. Hannay, U. S. A., which Include 
70 weapons of exceptional rarity. .Other collections pertain to tho native 
weapons of tho Philippines, Cuba and Porto Illco. 

Among; tho- individual exhibits aro numerous swords connected with 
important epochs In American history. Tho earliest types are those of tho 
Revolution, particularly those which were presented by the Continental con- 
gress to John Hancock and Col. Return Jonathan Meigs; a service sword of 
Gen. Peter Gnnsevoort, Jr., and another engraved "Tho Sword of Rocham- 
beau;" a cutlass from tho Bonhommo Richard, presented to Lieut James B. 
Safford In 1784, and soveral swords of the period, tho ownership of which is 
not established. 

In connection with later wars there are swordB which belonged to Deca- 
tur, Shulbrlck, Rlploy, GanBevoort, Brown, McGruder, Morgan, Shields, Paul 
de Peyster, Vincent, Howard, Hancock, Custer, Grant, Sherman, Kllpatrlck, 
Tronchard, Mason, Wilkes, Schley, Phillips, Capron and Ord.

Washington, Juno 10.— Holding that 
the rate making power of the Inter- 
state ..commerce commission takes 
precedence over the Jurisdiction of 
stale commissions in situations where 
the reasonableness of Interstate rates 
is called Into question, the United 
States Supreme court handed down a 
decision on Monday upholding the ef- 
forts of Bippors of Shrevoport, La., to 
prevent alleged discrimination against 
them by the Texas railroad commte- 
slon In favor cf Houston and Dallas, 
Tex. 

The decision 1b believed to be one 
of tho moBt sweeping declarations 
In favoKof tho dominant authority of 
the federal government that the Su- 
premo court has yet made. 

The" Interstate commerce commis- 
sion found that class and other rates 
from Shreveport to Texas points were 
unreasonable and ordered rates to bo 
equalized so that Shreveport would 
not be discriminated against In favor 
of Dallas and Houston. 

Justico Hughes said there were sev- 
eral ways of conformlng^to tho com- 
mission's order. Reviewing the. ob- 
jection of the railroads that the com- 
mission could, not reduce Intrastate 
rates to conform with Interstate rates. 
Justice Hughes said tho power of con- 
gress was adequate to meet all tho 
emergcnclOB that arise out of local 
Interference with national Inter- 
course. * 

Justice Hughes said that congress, 
not the state; might prescribe the rule 
when state and national Interests 
coTiflict. 

"Congress Is entitled to keep open 
the highways of interstate commerco 
In the interest of fair treatment to. all 
persons," said Justice Hughes. 

lie indicated that the government 
must control rates In the interest of 
Interstate" commerce. Whether con-, 
gress reduces intrastate rates to con- 
form with Interstate rates was not 
material, tho court said. 
.The Shreveport litigation grew out 
of a protest' made by shippers of 
Shreveport, La., against discrimina- 
tion by the Texas railway commis- 
sion. The Louisville railroad com- 
mission joined In this protest. It was 
contended that the Texas commission 
fixed rates so that business which 
ehould have come to -Shrevoport be- 
cause of its geographical location near 
the Texas lino, went to Houston and 
Dallas. In other words, Shreveport 
could not get business in competitive 
territory in Texas— territory which 
was a fair commorclal .field tor the 
activities of all three cities. The 
Loulsianans appealed to the Inter- 
state commerce commission, claim- 
ing that the rates from Shrevoport 
to Texas points on tho Texas Pacific 
railway and tho Houston East & 
West Texas railway wero unreason- 
able and discriminatory.' The 'com- 
mission decided they were unreason- 
able and prescribed lower interstate 
rates.

Charitable trusts, unlike all other 
trusta, are not within the rule against 
perpetuities. , Charitable trust* like- 
wise are governed by the common law 
or by statute similar to the statute of 
charitable use* of En gland in many 
states, while some states do not recog- 
nise the statute of England. 

A very good example of charitable 
trusts and the difficulties attending! 
their execution arose recently in the 
city of Chicago. The facta are that 
there waa a big fire at the Union stock 
yards in Chicago, in which many fire- 
men, including the chief of the depart- 
ment loat their" Uvea.
